Some observers say 
they have been told they need not 
pick up the hotel bills for their 
two-month stay.

MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — Hurricane 
Flora still hovered over southeast 
Cuba today, its relentless rains 
and buffeting winds lashing the

The Weather Bureau in Miami 
said no storm in 75 years had 
battered one area for so long 
Flora’s winds were dropping, but 
there was no indication when its 
drenching torrents would dissipate 
or move on.

Agriculture 
officials in Havana said half the 
island’s crops were laid waste by 
F lora’s winds and rain. The gov­ 
ernm ent put the death toll at ll. 
It said also Havana’s 
million 
residents would go on half rations 
of beef, eat half as many v e g e ­ 
tables, and drink no coffee pend 
ing arrival of 5000 tons of coffee 
beans from Brazil under an agree­ 
ment with the Soviet Union. 
Agrarian Reform Institue Pres­ 
ident Carlos Rodriguez did not 
make clear in his announcement 
Monday night whether the agree­ 
ment with the U.S.S.R. resulted 
from the hurricane or was made 
before it hit Cuba. 
The American Red Cross cabled 
Cuba’s Red Cross an offer of re­ 
lief supplies and workers. 
Mayari, Castro’s birthplace in 
hard-hit northern Oriente

Americans are quite confused about the 
Viet Nam situation currently. Whether the 
rvai cii’ort is going properly, what kind of 
role the United States is playing, how near 
collapse is the Diem regime — all these 
are items of uncertainty. 
Several days before Defense Secretary 
M cNamara flew to Saigon, the depart­ 
ment said he did not plan to go there. Ob­ 
viously, the White House and Pentagon 
are concerned over the military situation 
ana the effects on it of growing political 
unrest. Perhaps the White House and Pen­ 
tagon are just as confused as the U. S. 
public. 


One ot the confusing aspects is the role 
of the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) 
in South Viet Nam. There are indications 
that the CIA has been going in a different 
policy direction from the military com­ 
mand. 
President Kennedy should know very 
well what can result from letting a situa­ 
tion drift. He need only review the Bay of 
Pigs disaster of 1961 as a reminder. 
Perhaps it is to forestall any possibility 
of South Viet Nam becoming a similar de­ 
bacle that McNamara and Chairman of 
the Chief of Staffs Taylor were ordered to 
Saigon.

NEW YORK (A P) — F orecast­ 
ing used to be a D ecem ber sport.

And m ost of the predic­ 
tions sound suspiciously alike: 
Business will be good in the 
first half of 1964; and if a tax 
cut is passed in tim e to give the

Those who suspect this m ay not 
be necessarily so base their w arn­ 
ings on a num ber of things. But

in the past few months.

federal taxes are cut soon enough 
for the effect to be felt in the 
early months of 1964, increased 
consum er 
spending 
could 
boost 
already high retail sales and in­ 
dustrial 
production, 
lf 
the 
tax 
cuts are voted som etim e later in 
1964, 
so 
that the 
actual 
extra 
spending money becomes a \u n a ­ 
ble only tow ard the middle of the 
year, this could prove an antire­ 
cession m easure.

some econom ists is based first on 
the

of the 
present 
upturn

on past experience 
which shows that current strength 
usually

w eaknesses. A downturn in the 
economic cycle usually com es as 
a 
surprise 
to most 
Am ericans, 
businessm en or workers, produc­ 
ers or consum ers. 


Some 
economists 
argue 
that 
business cycles have been large­ 
ly tam ed by governm ent cushions 
or pump prim ing. O thers contend 
they have only lost the w orst of 
their bite but are still with us. 
.Some of the caution signs now 
sighted are the easing off of the 
earlier boom in housing construc­ 
tion and in m anufacturers’ new 
orders for durable goods. Em ploy­ 
ment, retail sales an dpersonal 
income of late h av e n t rung up 
the big gains of earlier this year. 
A slowdown in an advance isn t 
a downturn by any m eans. But 
in the past it has som etim es in­ 
dicated that one m ight not be too 
many months aw ry. 
T hat’s why the good news from 
Detroit that the new car models 
seem to be catching on, with its

of

year, and the upturn in steel pro­ 
duction which has firm ed up de 
cisions to raise steel prices is 
| viewed as especially encouraging 
I just now. 
And the forecasters are m ak­ 
ing the most of it. M omentum— 
and the likelihood of a tax cut— 
lead most of them to see only 
1 fair skies ahead.

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Blood transfusions are no longer 
an em ergency procedure in hos­ 
pitals. They are given with great 
frequency for a wide variety 
of 
reasons. 
An unpleasant 
com plication of 
repeated transfusions is a special 
kind of hepatitis that often delays 
by many weeks com plete recov­ 
ery from illness. This post-trans­ 
fusion hepatitis has occupied the 
scientific attention of doctors f o r 
m any years. 
Many special safety techniques 
have been instituted in an effort to 
prevent this complication. The re ­ 
sults have been gratifying, yet hep­ 
atitis still occurs in a sm all per- j 
centage of cases. 
The Henry Ford Hospital in De­ 
troit has just issued a very encour­ 
aging report of 
their success 
in 
preventing 
hepatitis after tran s­ 
fusion by a newly developed tech­ 
nique. 
Over a six-year period, 581 
p a­ 
tients were given 
1,410 
transfu­ 
sions. Not one single case of hepa­ 
titis occurred in any of these pa­ 
tients. 
This outstanding success is 
at­ 
tributed to a new method of ‘‘Ster­ 
ilization’’ of the blood plasm a. 
Dr. Bonnie R. Wolfram a n d a 
team of hem atologists (blood spe­ 
cialists) m ixed the blood plasm a 
with a complex chem ical — beta 
propiolactone. 
The 
plasm a was 
then exposed to ultraviolet light 
before being used for transfusion. 
In the large series of cases that 
w ere 
reported by 
Dr. 
Wolfrom 
there were no unusual side effects 
or allergic sensitivity to the ‘‘tre a t­ 
ed’’ blood that was given the pa­ 
tient. 
This research Is a 
significant 
contribution to the additional safe­ 
ty of one of the most im portant 
tools in 
md em 
medicine, 
the 
blood transfusion. 


N e w York C i t y , Fram ingham , 
M assachusetts, and Albany, New 
York, perform ed special studies on 
large groups of men and women of 
middle age. Their diets consisted 
of varying am ounts of saturated 
and unsaturated fats. Cholesterol 
studies of the blood were m ade at 
specific intervals. 
The observers concluded 
from 
this study th at diet alone was not 
the only factor responsible for high 
cholesterol levels in the b l o o d . 
They believe that hormone defic­ 
iencies, exercise and changes 
in 
metabolism may he 
equally, 
or 
even more responsible. 
The doctors were in com plete 
agreem ent about one 
im portant 
face: they again substantiated the 
belief that high cholesterol does 
lead to greater frequency of coro­ 
nary heart disease. They em phas­ 
ized that detailed adherence to di­ 
ets should not replace medical su- 
pvrvision, especially when vascu­ 
lar disease is suspected. 
Science repeatedly 
reviews 
its 
present knowledge for the eventu­ 
al control of heart disease. 


The public opinion 
polls, 
t h e 
reports from various regional po­ 
litical “ pros” , and a spate of re ­ 
cent m agazine articles all combine 
to paint a picture of a trium phal 
m arch to the Republican Presiden­ 
tial nomination fo 
Senator B arry 
Coldwater.

center in the feeling that once the 
people get to know his bride, Hap­ 
py, the prejudice against him for 
having m arried a divorced woman 
who is the mother of several chil­ 
dren will evaporate. And there is 
no d o u b t 
that 
the 
new 
Mrs. 
Rockefeller has a great and quite 
unaffected charm which com m uni­ 
cates itself to large num bers of 
people in all kinds of gatherings. 
N evertheless, the Rockefeller hopes 
clash 
with 
a 
reality 
that 
has 
evoked little com m ent — the re a l­ 
ity of the statistical rend of divor­ 
ces in the U. S. Foi a full decade 
now, according 
to the 
most 
re­ 
cent figures, the divorce rate has 
been going down in practically ev­ 
ery r e g i o n 
and 
state f r o m 
Maine to 
Hawaii. 
People have 
stepped approving of divorce not 
only in theory but in personal p rac­ 
tice. 
I was put on to this when I ask­ 
ed a question of a New H am p­ 
shire main about 
the 
prevalent 
attitude toward divorce in N e w 
H am pshire, where the first im por­ 
tant Republican prim ary test will 
he held next M arch. The divorce 
rate in New Ham pshire, so I was 
told, had d r o p p e d a bit, from 
two per thousand of population as 
of 1950 to 1.8 per thousand a dec­ 
ade later. New H am pshire has a 
l a r g e Catholic population, both 
Irish and French Canadian, and 
this population has. of course, nev­ 
er approved of divorce. 
But the 
New H am pshire Protestants, from 
the M ethodists 
to the Congrega­ 
tionalists, are obviously more pre­ 
judiced in 
favor 
of 
perm anent 
m arriages today than they were 
ten or more years ago, at least in 
a practical way. 
The general t r e n d against di­ 
vorce throughout the United States 
as a whole involves a drop from a 
higher 1950 percentage than holds 
true for New H am pshire But 
the 
m ovem ent from higher to lower 
is the sam e almost everywhere. In 
the E ast 
North 
Central 
States, 
which include Ohio, Indiana, Illi­ 
nois, 
Michigan, 
and Wisconsin, 
the drops is from a 1950 figure of 
2.5 per thousand of 
population to 
2.1. In the mountain states, of the 
the drop 
over the decade 
has 
gone from 5.5 per thousand to 4.2 
Nevada itself had a 55.7 divorce 
rate 
per thousand in 1950; ten 
years later the rate had fallen to 
29.6 thousand. 
The declining trend in the West 
South Central states (including Te­ 
xas and Oklahom a) has been from 
4.5 in 1950 to 3.2 in 1960. In t h e 
South Atlantic state 
(Virginia 
to 
Florida), the fall has been from 
2.4 to 2.1. And in the N ortheast out­ 
side of New 
England, the drop 
has been from 1.0 per thousand 
of population to 0.8. 
Though the practice of a people 
m ay not be an accurate indication 
of its philosophical attitude 
to­ 
ward a thing, the 
incontestable 
fact that Am ericans are becoming 
less w i l l i n g to accept divorce 
as a practical personal pattern of 
behavior cannot he cheering news 
to Rockefeller partisans. 
In the very few places where 
the divorce rate is up, Rockefeller 
does not stand 
to 
gain 
anything 
useful in the way of sym pathy or 
understanding. The one region in 
which divorces have increased in 
the 1950-60 decade is that of t h e 
E ast South Central states (A laba­ 


ma, 
Tennessee, entucky, and 
M ississippi). 
H e r e the 
figures 
show a rise from 2.7 per thousand 
of population to 3.2. In A labam a 
the jum p has been the m ost pro­ 
nounced. from 
2.9 
to 
5.3. 
But 
very few people in A labam a would 
vote for Rockefeller anyway. In the 
S o u t h Atlantic region, two sta t­ 
es, Virginia and South Carolina, 
have gone counter to the national 
divorce trend. 
The Virginia fig-

This consolidation, it was re 
ported, would have the advantage 
of improving coordination, admin­ 
istration.

mended that the professional and 
occupational examining and licen 
sing boards, currently found in 
several widely scattered locations 
should come under the jurisdic 
tion of the Commerce Department 
Because the work of the boards 
is regulatory, as are Commerce 
Department activities, the com 
mission said more effective ad 
ministration through coordinated 
applicaton of policies and the cen 
tralization of authorith could be 
attained by placing t h e m under 
one division head.

are 
placed under Commerce Depart­ 
ment supervision, the commission 
further recommended that the pre­ 
sent division of private employ­ 
ment agencies and the new re­ 
quirement for licensing auctioneers 
be incorporated in the new divi­ 
sion.

The commission not­ 
ed that some $200,000 in possible 
annual net savings is not available 
to the state under present stautes.

the operations of the Public Wei 
fare Department. 
The commission said the depart­ 
ment has too many agencies which 
overlap and contribute greatly to 
administrative costs. 
Recommendations i n c l u d e d 
transferring responsibility for ad 
ministration of all public welfare 
programs to county welfare de­ 
partments 
reporting 
to 
county 
commissioners, with fiscal and ac 
counting activites administered by 
the state on a centralized basis. 
The report said the number of 
organizations and boards involved 
in 
welfare 
activities 
would 
be 
greatly reduced under this pro­ 
posal and that state costs would 
drop an estimated $940,000 per 
year. The recommendation also 
calls for the Poor Relief Hospital 
Board to be disbanded. 
The commission said its rec­ 
ommendation for ll changes would 
save the state at least $4 5 million 
annually.

ment fund might set a precedent 
that could cost the government 
about $300 million a year 
Kennedy 
announced, 
however, 
that he had signed the bill carry­

mendations for improving the fi­ 
nancial condition of the railroad 
insurance system. 
But he complained 
that 
con­ 
gress, against his wishes, added 
a provision to guarantee a return 
of 3 per cent on retirement fund 
investments. He also disapproved 
of a proviso requiring immediate 
investment of fund assets “ at a 
rate of interest substantially high 
er than now being paid.” 
Kennedy said the new law will 
add $25 million to budget costs 
in the first year. 
And he said that “to give other 
trust funds the same treatment 
would cost almost a third of a 
billion in the first year alone.”

Given Year of Life 


WASHINGTON

The 
Civil Rights Commission won an 
extension of life Monday. 
The House by a roll call vote 
of 265 to 80 sent to the President 
a bill renewing for one year the 
statutory authority of the com­ 
mission, which ran out Sept. 30. 
The extension is designed mere­ 
ly to keep the commission oper­ 
ating until Congress can act on 
an omnibus civil rights bill. One 
now before the House Judiciary 
Committee includes

that would make the commission 
a permanent agency. 
In the interest of speedy action 
the House mustered the required 
two-thirds 
majority

its rules and then passed the bill.

his approach in terms that a man 
can say, “I can take this,” or, 
wouTd object to this.” 
Q. Specifically, on civil rights 
Coldwater has said he is opposed 
to what is called the public ac 
commodations proposal. I wonder 
what your view on that particular 
proposal is? 
A. Personally, I would think 
if 
we are going to get into this 
thing as a matter of law, and if 
you could get it passed, we should 
base 
our 
effort 
on 
the 
14th 
and 
15th 
Amendments 
(to 
the 
Constitution). 
If I had to vote on this thing 
on the theory that the interstate 
commerce clause (of the Consti­ 
tution) would give you the neces­ 
sary authority to establish such a 
law-, and enact it and enforce it, 
I would be very doubtful. I can’t 
believe the framer? of our Consti­ 
tution would try to take the inter­ 
state commerce clause and make 
it apply to a little filling station or 
a hamburger pface. so as to regu­ 
late who could come in there and 
who couldn’t. 
I would hope that here we would 
have an awful lot of moral sua­ 
sion—as much as law—because I 
can 
see 
many 
ways 
that you 
probably could settle this thing. 
Q. An i n c u m b e n t president 
usually is supposed to have the 
odds on his side. What makes you 
think that a Republican can beat 
Kennedy next year? I assume you 
think that. 
A. Yes, I do. I think, of course, 
you have to have the right com 
binaion. You have to clearly es 
tablish a clean-cut program of ac­ 
tion. This you do in your platform 
Then you have to have a candi­ 
date who can appeal to the people 
in the mass with the logic of his 
position, pointing up where he can 
do things beter han his predeces­ 
sor, and one who enjoys the re­ 
spect of the United States. 
And along with that, he should 
have a very fine vice presidential 
nominee who would do the same 
things. 
I have kept very still in express­ 
ing a personal preference in this 
field. I want to see every possible

Cardinal Spellman objected in the 
council last week to establish­ 
ment of a rank of deacons, ei­ 
ther celibate or married.

said during debate on a schema 
called 
“De 
Ecclesia” 
(concern­ 
ing 
the 
Church) 
that 
married 
deacons might dissuade men from 
becoming priests. 
Cardinal 
Doepfner said there 
would be no danger to the tradi­ 
tional celibacy of the priesthood. 
A council press spokesman para­ 
phrased the German prelate’s re­ 
marks inside St. Peter’s Basilica: 
“Deacons

garded as second-class priests, or

priestly functions without priestly 
obligations.” 
Deacons would have power to 
administer some sacraments but 
not say Mass or hear confes­ 
sions.
